(attached). 
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It may be pertinent to make some mention 
here of a tentative provosal which is at present 
being considered on other papers, viz a loan 
from Brunei, possible over anperiod of years, 
ln order to assist the financing of the 
Sarawak Development Plan. It would seem that 
Brunei reserves would be adequate for this 
purpose if the loan were spread out over a 
period of years. However, it is probably not 
necessary to consider this question in any 
detail in connection with the submission of thes 
HStimates.

Revenue 
evenue for 1950 is estimated to be $1,505,750 greater than 
the revised estimate for 1949 and $2,555,000 greater than the 
original estimate for 1949. 
® The following gives an explanation of the principal differences 
under the main heads of Revenue :- 


Customs Materials for rehabilitation and development by the 
Britisn Malayan Petroleum Co. are being received in increasing velume. 
General imports are also increasing, reflecting the overall prosperity 
of the State. Owing to the depressed price of rubber export duties 
ee but owing to the devaluation a recovery should be made 
in 50. 


Licences & Taxes 


The increase over the original estimate for 1949 is 
largely due to the large number of vehicles now coming into the State 
and which are taxed annually. 


income Tax, 
It is anticipated that a modified form of Income Tax 
will be introduced in 1950. It is probable that, in the first instance, 
it will apply only to Companies. An accurate assessment of the 
revenue that will be collected is impossible at this stage. 
Fisheries 
This is a new head. Proceeds from the sale of fish 
were credited to general revenue in 1949. The fishery survey has 
so far proved an uneconomic experimant and the estimated revenue for 
1950 is very disappointing. 


Mining Rents & Oil Royalties 


This has been given a separate head for 1950 in order 
that other Land Revenue may be distinguishable. Oil production is 
showing a most satisfactorily steady increase. The Royalty Agreement 
terminated in August 1949 and a new one is in course of negotiation. 
Estimated revenue for 1950 is based upon Royalties payable at the 
old rate. 


Forests 
This item has been divorced from general Land Revenue 
and forms a new head, 


Premia on Alienation of Land 


The increase forecast is due to the new Town Plan 
projects which it is hoped will shortly get under way in Brunei, 
Kuala Belait and Seria. 


Expenditure 
Expenditure for 1950 is $3,187,161 greater than the revised 
estimate for 1949 and $1,092,410 greater than the original estimate. 
The following gives an explanation of the principal differences :- 


General 

In conformity with past practice the Revised Lstimates 
1949 column shows the original estimate plus any supplementary warrants 
that may have been issued. There will be savings under certain heads 
but these have not been taken into account. It will be observed that 
in several cases Personal Emoluments are less in 1950 than in 1949. 
This is because in 1949 a salary for all establishment posts was 
allowed for, but in 1950 emoluments have only been entered for those 
posts which are either filled or thought possible to fill during the 
ensueing year. 


Agriculture - sheet 2 
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Pe Agriculture 


1950 shows an increase of 2/3 in the Annually 
Recurrent expenditure over the original estimate for 1949. This is in 
pursuance of the Agricultural development plan. 


Customs & Marine 


Recurrent expenditure is steady. A new and much needed 
launch is being purchased for $90,000 in 1950. As air and sea 
communications between Labuan and the outside world increase a speedy 
and reliable launch service from Brunei becomes essential, 


Education 
A senior and experienced Education Officer was 

appointed in 1949 and an expansion of educational facilities should 
follow. In 1950 there will be a considerable increase in expenditure 
on maintenance of Students in training. An expenditure head has been 
created for providing Scholarships outside the State. Allowance has 
been made for the recruitment of two experienced English Teachers and 
it is hoped that an English School will be started in Brunei Town. 


Electrical 
It was hoped to get the new plant for Brumei Town this 
year but this is now considered unlikely and the expenditure has been 
revoted. 


Labour 
it is hoped to start a Labour Department, which is 
greatly needed, and allowance has been made. Plans have not been 
finalised. 
Medical & Health 
The new hospital in Brunei Town is under way but a 
large part of the cost of the building and the special equipment for 
it has had to be revoted. Three river borne travelling dispensaries 
have been built and will be in full operation in 1950. 


Miscellaneous Services 


Allowance has been made under Special Expenditure for the 
payment of $1,200,000 War Damage Compensation. This is the whole of 
Brunei's commitment. Assessment should be completed by February 1950 
and it is very much hoped that all compensation will have been paid 
before the end of the year. 

Expenditure of $100,000 has been allowed for Security 
and Defence Measures. 

it is not thought likely that arrears of liability to 
the Sarawak and Malayan Establishment Officers will be settled by the 
time we wish to close our 1949 accounts and allowance for them has 
therefore been made under Special Expenditure for 1950. 


National Registration 
This is a new Department, the expenditure for which 
will be very small when the initial registration is completed. 


Police & Prisons 


1950 expenditure is likely to be $114,000 greater than 
in 1949. The Establishment has been greatly increased. New Allowances 
have been introduced. The supply of uniforms required is coming through 
after long delay. Rifles and light machine guns are being purchased. 


Public Works Extraordinary 
Owing to shortage of materials, labour and experienced 
contractors it is not likely that much more than one third of the 1949 
programme will be completed and it is found necessary to revote 
$1,997,525 . The situation is showing slow improvement and it is hoped 
that a substantial portion of the 1950 programme will be completed.

REVISED ESTIMATES 1949. 


The original Estimates for 1949 budgetted for a 
surplus of $218,110. The revised Estimates show 
an anticipated surplus of $2,728,611 of which increases 
in revenue account for $1,049,570 and short fall in 
expenditure for $1,460,751. The main increases in 
revenue are under Customs ($514,400), Licences & Excise 
($75,350), Posts &'Telegraphs (449,000) , Land Revenue 
& O11 Royalties ($269,100) and interest ($40,200). 


The short fall on expenditure is entirely accounted 
for under Public Works (Extraordinary) (over $1,900,000) 
but there is a large increase in the estimated expenditure 
on miscellaneous services chiefly on account of revised 
Salaries for daily-paid employees. 


Public Works (Extraordinary) programme did not get 
fully under weigh until the second-half of the year owing 
to the difficulty of obtaining satisfactory contractors. 
For instance, the contract for the largest item, the new 
Hospital at Brunei, was only let in July. The result 
is that there is a carry over of reevotes into 1950 
amounting to nearly $2,000,000. :

ESTIMATES 1950. 


(a) Revenues 


Revenue continues to expand in a very satisfactory 
manner, increases being anticipated under every heading 
except Posts & Telegraphss; the revenue under this Head 
was swollen by two issues of commemorative stamps in 1949. 


Oil Royalties continue to provide nearly three-quarters | 
of the estimated revenue, but customs duties also show a : 
very considerable advance. 


None of the other items call for particular comment. 


(b) Expenditure. 


Personal Emoluments show an increase of nearly 
©100,000 on the revised estimates for 1949. This is 
accounted for by increases in the emoluments of HH. 


the Sultan and Ministers, additional European staff and 
ordinary annual increments for existing staff. 


OeCeoAeRe The chief increases are under the heads 
of Agriculture, Education, Medical & Health, Miscellaneous 
Services, Municipal and Police, in accordance with 
development plans. The increase under Land & District 
Offices is apparent rather than real due to the transfer 
of the vote for acquisition of land from Special Expenditure. 
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A new and notable item under miscellaneous services 
is the matching contribution by Government for U.N.I.C.E.F. 
Servicese 


(c) Special Expenditure. 


The State Treasurer has already commented on the main 
items, but I feel that a few words are necessary about the 
proposed programme of Public Works (Extraordinary). Reevotes 
amounting to nearly $2,000,000 are being carried forward 
and these consist for the most part of a few large items 
such as the new Hospital and new School at Brunei, Istana 
for HeH. the Sultan, reclamation of Brunei River, 
reconstruction of roads in the town, &ce on most of which 
work has already commenced and which should almost 
certainly be completed in 1950. New items have been 
cut down to the maximum possible extent but it is essential 
that a start should bé made on the new township at Seria 
at the earliest possible moment, if only for security 
reasonSe 


Local contractors are competent to undertake the 
smaller works but for anything large it is necessary to 
rely on contractors from Singapore and elsewhere outside 
the State. Outside contractors are now showing more 
interest in the work available, but their prices are 
very high and all their labour has to be imported. There 
is also a limit to the supervision possible with the 
very Small PeW.eD. staff at present available. 


For these reasons it has been necessary to postpone 
till 1951, or later, such necessary works as the new 
Government Offices and new Mosque (Brunei Town) and the 
large School at Seria envisaged since 1946, Even so 
the target is formidable, but I have every hope that in the 
improved conditions now obtaining the major portion of the 
programme will be accomplished. 


ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 


Since the 30th. June, 1949, a further sum of $2,000,000 
has been remitted to the Crown Agents for investment, and 
it will probably be possible to put aside a similar sum 
as soon as the next half-yearly payment of O11 Royalties 
has been madee There are, however, certain large 
commitments which have to be borne in mind, such as War 
Damage Claims and building rehabilitation loans, for 
which it will be necessary to have cash in hand.
